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1) ...differently, talk differently, live differently that the world 
around them. But why? Why are we to take a pilgrim path that 
is so often a lonely path. 1 Peter 1:13-25 gives us insight into 
these reasons. You see, every one of us should live out the gift 
of Salvation which makes us pilgrims, because of the four 
motivating factors laid out before us in this text. 

2) ...coming of Christ is referred to in both the old and new 
testament time and time again! The promise of God is that Jesus 
will return! 

3) ..the salvation of our souls! Titus 2:11-13 For the grace of God 
that bringeth salvation hath appeared to all men, Teaching us 
that, denying ungodliness and worldly lusts, we should live 
soberly, righteously, and godly, in this present world; Looking for 
that blessed hope, and the glorious appearing of the great God 
and our Saviour Jesus Christ; 

4) ...reminds us of the great distinction between the former life of 
the darkness of sin and the present life of holiness: 1 
Corinthians 6:9-11 Know ye not that the unrighteous shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God? Be not deceived: neither 
fornicators, nor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor effeminate, nor 
abusers of themselves with mankind, Nor thieves, nor covetous, 
nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor extortioners, shall inherit the 
kingdom of God. And such were some of you: but ye are 
washed, but ye are sanctified, but ye are justified in the name of 
the Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit of our God. 


1) ...We do not study the Bible to know the Bible. We study the 
Bible to know God better." That we may conform our lives to the 
pleasure of our heavenly Father! Also Vs. 17 we are to be holy 
because we are to be judged one day, not for our sins but for 
our service at the Judgment seat of Christ. If you call God Father 
(the one that impartially judges every mans works) then you 
should conduct you life upon this world in the fear of the Lord. 


2) ...save ourselves. 


3) ...ransom for sin, to save fallen humanity, to triumph over Satan 
and ultimately the glorification of almighty God! This is the 
salvation that is revealed to you. It's the gospel that I preached 
in the invitation this morning. 
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1) ...critical to, and indispensable from your pilgrim path! 


2) ...with my flesh and feelings. The reason many of us can't stand 
one another is because we are not reading the word of God and 
letting it purify our hearts toward each other! 

3) ...God would have never reached your heart! 


4) Psalms 119:89 For ever ... settled in heaven. Time seems to 
crumble and currupt every thing in it's path but here Peter 
quotes Isaiah 40:8 Isaiah 40:8 The grass withereth, the flower 
fadeth: but the word of our God shall stand for ever. The word 
of God will stand sure while the earth is consumed with fervent 
heat. If you are lost, it will meet you in the day of the great 
white throne judgment. If you are saved it will stand as a 
testimony of God's faithfulness through out all eternity! Vs. 25b 
This word that will never pass away, was the word that God saw 
fit to bring to you under the message of the Gospel. We started 
with it, we are to finish with it as well.
